Purpose of This Meeting

The South Coast Air Quality Management District
(AQMD) has scheduled a public workshop
regardingRule 1401 — New Source Review of
Toxic Air Contaminants and Preliminary

Impact Assessment for Facilities Subject to

Rule 1402 — Control of Toxic Air Contaminants
from Existing Sources.

Rule Background

Rule 1401 applies to new, modified, or relocated
permit units and establishes risk-based thresholds
for cancer and noncancer (acute and chronic) toxic
air contaminants (TACs). Rule 1402 applies to
facility-wide TAC emissions and sets risk-based
thresholds for cancer and noncancer impacts for
purposes of notification and risk reduction. The
AQMD updates the list of toxic air contaminants
when the Office of Health Hazard Assessment
(OEHHA) approves or changes risk values.

Proposed Rules and Objectives

The AQMD is currently proposing to add ethyl
benzene as a carcinogen to the list of TACs in

Rule 1401. Rule 1402 is not being amended,
however, the list of TACs in Rule 1401 is also
used for Rule 1402 and an analysis of impacts on
Rule 1402 facilities is required when a new
compound is added. Ethyl benzene was listed in
the Rule 1401 list of TACs in 2000 as having an
OEHHA-approved chronic health risk value.
OEHHA approved a cancer potency value on
November 14, 2007 which will be added to Rule
1401 by the proposed amendments.

Sources of ethyl benzene emissions include
petroleum storage and transfer facilities and fuel
combustion sources such as power producers,
refineries, and landfills. Other sources of ethyl
benzene emissions from raw materials include
chemical manufacturers, asphalt manufacturers,
coatings manufacturers, large furniture
manufacturing operations, and large vehicle
manufacturers.

The addition of a cancer risk value for ethyl
benzene is expected to impact few, if any, permits
for new, modified, or relocated equipment subject
to Rule 1401 because of low usage materials
containing ethyl benzene and because permits
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typically limit materials usage to comply with To Obtain Copies of the Above Documents
